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Last  week  C&D  drew 
attention  to  an  over-the- 
counter  medicine 
advertised  on  television  as 
available  from  "all  leading  supermarkets 
and  drug  stores".  We  believe  this  is  a  new 
marketing  ploy  which,  if  not  nipped  in  the 
bud,  can  spell  danger  not  only  for  the 
profession  but,  more  importantly,  for  the 
public.  It  also  calls  into  question  the  whole 
purpose  of  the  Medicines  Act. 

The  product  concerned  is  Entrotabs 
from  Wallis  Laboratory.  The  company  told 
C&D  a  fortnight  ago  that  the  claim  in  a 
marketing  magazine  concerning  its 
targeting  at  grocers  was  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  GSL  status.  It  was 
only  after  a  subscriber  criticised 
advertising  on  Central  TV  that  Wallis 
explained  their  position  more  fully. 

It  appears  that  pharmaceutical 
wholesalers  were  less  than  enthusiastic 
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COMMENT: 


about  Entrotabs.  Hardly  surprising  really 
when  they  hold  a  more  than  adequate 
range  of  antidiarrhoeals  with  P-status 
formulations,  from  kaolin  and  morphine 
mixture,  through  the  several  proprietory 
alternatives,  to  the  now  off-POM  Imodium, 
with  the  option  of  Dioralyte  for  a  different 
approach.  Wallis  cannot  perhaps  be 
blamed  for  then  turning  to  other  outlets  — 
the  question  is,  should  they  be  allowed  to 
in  this  way? 

When  the  Medicines  Act  was  going 
through  Parliament  it  was  anticipated  that 
pharmacies  would  have  an  enhanced  role 
in  medicines  distribution.  There  can  be 
little  doubt  that  was  Parliament's  intention 
because  controls  passed  from  a  system  of 
all  outlets  unless  classified  "poison",  to 
Pharmacy-only  unless  cleared  as  safe  for 
consumer  self -diagnosis  and  medication. 
Had  the  intention  been  otherwise,  it  would 
have  made  more  sense  to  publish  a  short 


"pharmacy  only"  list,  with  default  to  GSL 
in  the  absence  of  an  entry. 

But  the  legislators  had  in  mind  that 
medicines  were  best  sold  in  pharmacies 
(the  RPM  court  came  to  the  same 
conclusion),  with  GSL  for  a  limited  list  of 
"convenience"  products.  Yet  now  we  are  to 
have  a  list  of  GSL  ingredients  instead  of 
products  —  surely  an  encouragement  to 
make  marketing  ploys  the  objective  rather 
than  consumer  benefits. 

Chemist  &  Druggist  has  consistently 
been  on  the  side  of  self  control  in 
medicines  advertising,  believing  that  the 
law's  role  is  to  lay  down  only  the  broad 
limits.  But  if  any  medicines  manufacturer 
directs  the  public  away  from  professional 
advice,  that  is  where  we  say  enough  is 
enough.  And  if  the 
industry  does  not  exercise 
the  control,  then  the 
licensing  authority  must.

New  ideas  in  PSNCs 
Nuffield  submission 

A  limited  prescribing  role  and  a  new  medicines  category  are 
proposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  in  its  submission  to  the  Nuffield  Inquiry.  The 
submission  covers  the  present  situation  over  remuneration 
and  suggests  some  changes  to  NHS  dispensing  regulations. 


Prescribing  statistics  show  that  22  per  cent 
of  prescriptions  dispensed  by  pharmacists 
are  written  for  over-the-counter  medicines 
—  14.5  per  cent  for  Pharmacy  and  7.5  per 
cent  for  General  Sales  List  items. 

PSNC  uses  the  figures  to  argue  for  a 
Pharmacist's  National  Formulary  whereby 
a  limited  range  of  drugs  of  limited  quantity 
for  symptomatic  treatment  of  self-limiting 
diseases  may  be  prescribed. 

This  would  allow  pharmacists  an 
increased  advisory  role,  relieve  pressure 
on  GPs  and  reduce  NHS  drug  costs,  says 
PSNC.  It  would  also  extend  their  advisory 
role  —  at  present  those  on  social  security 
and  the  elderly  often  prefer  to  consult  a 
doctor  because  they  get  their  medicines 
free. 

In  the  longer  term  the  advisory  role 
might  be  developed  to  allow  the 
pharmacist  greater  latitude  in  the 
prescribing  of  medicines  for  self-limiting 
diseases.  A  new  medicines  category 
between  POM  and  P  might  be  introduced 
where  the  pharmacist  might  be  required  to 
keep  limited  records  the  PSNC  suggests. 

A  domiciliary  pharmaceutical  service 
should  be  available  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  visit  a  pharmacy,  says  the  PSNC, 
and  a  remunerated  collection  and  delivery 
service  is  urgently  required  to  areas  of  low 
population  density. 

Payment  by  the  DHSS  of  an  additional 
pharmacist  allowance  for  pharmacies 
dispensing  more  than  24,000  prescriptions 
a  year  would  be  a  step  to  a  more 
formalised  career  structure  in  community 
pharmacy.  At  present  62  per  cent  of 
graduates  express  a  preference  for  the 
hospital  service  on  the  grounds  of 
professional  prospects  and  job 
satisfaction.  "It  cannot  be  denied  that 
private  community  pharmacy  offers  little 
scope  for  career  development  other  than 
the  progression  from  employee  to 
proprietor  while  company  pharmacy 
allows  for  some  career  development  within 
the  company  structure." 

Many  academic  institutions  do  not 
sufficiently  encourage  entry  into 
community  pharmacy,  but  place  greater 
emphasis  on  hospital  and  industrial 
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options  where,  according  to  academia,  the 
pharmacist's  scientific  skills  can  best  be 
applied,  PSNC  says. 

There  is  relatively  little  professional 
contact  between  hospital  and  community 
pharmacy,  says  PSNC,  although  the 
district  pharmaceutical  officer  has  a  co- 
ordinating role.  Quality  control 
departments  in  hospitals  could  be  made 
available  to  community  pharmacists  to 
assess  generic  preparations. 

Homogenety  within  community 
pharmacy  is  lacking  as  the  pharmacists 
are  both  colleagues  and  competitors, 
leading  to  leapfrogging.  PSNC  reiterates 
its  support  for  rational  location. 

One  item  most  conspicous  by  its 
absence  is  a  24-hour  pharmaceutical 
service,  the  PSNC  submits.  A  well 
remunerated,  statutory  24-hour  service 
should  be  provided,  ideally  organised  at  a 
local  level  on  a  rotational  basis. 

The  professional  relationship  between 
individual  doctors  and  pharmacists  is 
usually  very  good,  says  PSNC,  "although 
the  relationship  has  been  soured  in  rural 
areas  due  to  the  increasing  pressure  by 
doctors  for  unnecessary  doctor 
dispensing."  Some  doctors  are  also 
reluctant  to  seek  or  accept  advice  from 
pharmacists. 

Because  the  public  are  willing  to  use 
the  pharmacy  as  a  source  of  advice  on 
health  matters  PSNC  wishes  to  encourage 
pharmacists  to  set  aside  an  area  for 
consultation  —  an  incentive  is  proposed 
for  this  in  the  "Pharmacists  Charter."  The 
public  often  fail  to  realise  that  70  per  cent 
of  the  shop's  average  turnover  is  derived 
from  NHS  work,  and  a  more  balanced 
apportionment  between  display, 
consulting  and  waiting  areas  would  help. 

The  PSNC  would  welcome  the  use  of 
community  pharmacists  in  the  monitoring 
of  prescribing  and  in  reporting  of  adverse 
drug  reactions.  And  while  the  Committee 
welcomes  any  advances  in  drug 
administration  it  sees  a  financial  danger  in 
the  development  of  new  dosage  forms. 

"Many  rely  on  personal  administration, 
eg  by  injection,  implant.  Between  1974 
and  1983  the  number  of  prescriptions  in 


England  personally  administered  by 
doctors  has  risen  from  6,729  to  1,049,488 
per  annum."  Added  to  this  there  is  the 
incentive  that  such  administrations  are 
free  from  prescription  charges.  The  PSNC 
considers  it  is  essential  to  separate  the 
NHS  prescribing  and  dispensing  function 
completely. 

The  PSNCs  submission  outlines  the 
major  defects  in  the  current  remuneration 
system.  The  absence  of  individualisation 
due  to  the  emphasis  placed  on  averaging 
has  resulted  in  a  maldistribution  of 
remuneration.  The  absence  of  any 
mechanism  to  provide  incentive  payments 
results  in  the  penalising  of  efficiency. 
Retrospection  means  that  payments  are 
affected  by  contractors'  past  activities,  at 
which  time  the  current  contractor  may  not 
have  been  in  business,  says  PSNC. 

The  "Pharmacists  Charter"  is  included 
in  the  submission  as  an  appendix,  but  a 
number  of  points  are  amplified.  The 
Franks  panel  has  recommended  an  annual 
review  body,  and  if  this  were 
implemented,  says  the  PSNC,  one  of  the 
major  problems  —  retrospection  —  would 
be  removed.  The  Committee  also  urges 
that  reimbursment  of  overhead  costs  on  an 
individual  basis  would  allow  pharmacists 
to  decide  whether  to  develop  the  NHS  or 
the  commercial  side  of  the  business.  A 
further  advantage  is  that  any  increased 
overhead  costs,  such  as  a  rent  reivew, 
would  be  immediately  reflected  in 
remuneration. 

PSNC  submits  that  proprietor 
pharmacists  are  seriously  undervalued. 
The  Committee  also  says  the  current  level 
of  the  NHS  pension  contribution  within  the 
notional  salary  is  "manifesty  inadequate." 
The  PSNC  continues  "to  be  perplexed  at 
the  ease  with  which  the  DHSS,  for 
negotiation  purposes,  will  consider 
pharmacists  as  being  either  within  the 
public  or  private  sector." 

Several  legislative  changes  to  NHS 
regulations  are  proposed  by  the  PSNC. 
Direct  supervision  of  all  dispensing  by  the 
pharmacist  can  make  it  difficult  for  him  to 
be  freely  available  for  consultation. 
Deletion  of  the  word  "direct"  is 
recommended. 

Current  regulations  require  that  the 
pharmacist  shall  dispense  all  NHS 
prescriptions  signed  by  a  doctor.  The  use 
of  the  imperative  precludes  the  pharmacist 
from  using  his  professional  judgement, 
says  PSNC,  and  proposes  the  substitution 
of  the  word  "should."  While  pharmacists 
can  supply  medicines  to  patients  in  an 
emergency  on  a  private  basis,  they  can 
only  be  supplied  on  the  NHS  following  a 
request  from  a  doctor.  This  situation  has 
led  to  problems  and  the  PSNC  advocates 
the  use  of  a  pharmacist  NHS  prescription 
form  for  such  emergencies. 
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Unichem  reveal 
Prism  system 
on  IBM  PC 

Unichem  have  chosen  the  IBM 
personal  computer  for  their  recently 
announced  Prism  pharmacy 
system.  (C&D  June  9,  pi 096).  The 
version  selected  is  more  powerful 
than  the  standard  device  with 
upgraded  memory,  disc  capacity, 
and  control  circuitry,  say  Unichem, 
who  claim  it  would  cost  over  30  per 
cent  more  to  buy  an  equivalent 
machine  at  list  price  through  a 
dealer. 


The  IBM  PC  can  be  enhanced  by  the 
addition  of  extra  memory,  10  MB  hard 
disc,  and  a  colour  monitor.  The  printer 
(included  in  the  price)  is  an  Epson  and 
various  upgrade  options  of  faster  or  larger 
character  width  printers  are  on  offer  for 
business  packages. 

Prism  (Prescription  Recording  with 
Integrated  Stock  Management)  is  based  on 
the  Pride  system,  (which  remains 
available).  It  contains  a  large  percentage 
of  Pride's  facilities,  but  has  a  range  of 
unigue  features,  say  Unichem .  Because  of 
the  improved  price  and  performance,  and 
the  eguipment  being  used,  the  company 
expect  Prism  to  be  the  system  most  likely  to 
develop  over  the  next  few  years. 

The  price  of  Prism  is  £1,950  for  the 
equipment  and  £500  for  the  application 
software.  Full  equipment  maintanence  will 
be  £400  per  annum  and  Unichem  will  be 
providing  upate  services  at  £100  per 
annum.  There  are  alternative  maintenance 
facilities  —  the  price  above  is  for  the 
recommended  option.  Rental  or  lease 
arrangements  are  available  through 
Unichem. 

Prism's  facilities  cannot  be  appreciated 
without  a  demonstration,  say  Unichem. 
However,  the  prescription  labelling 
routine  gives  full  label  display  during 
entry,  with  a  "top  90"  drug  codes,  and 
produces  separate  owing  labels. 

An  automatic  check  of  drug 
interactions  is  given  for  items  on  the  same 
script,  with  display  and  explanation  of 
interaction  level.  A  professional  update 
service  is  provided. 
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Full  stock  control  on  3,000  products  is 
catered  for.  An  automatic  "wants"  list  is 
created  on  low  stock  and  stock  level  is 
displayed  while  dispensing.  Stock 
valuation  is  given  when  required.  An 
automatic  or  manual  "wants"  is  created, 
for  ordering,  with  direct  order 
transmission  and  immediate  stock 
response. 

Management  reports  are  provided  on 
prescriptions  as  per  FPC  34C.  Monthly 
and  annual  usage  statistics,  product  file 
prmt-outs  and  items-on-order  reports  are 
also  provided. 

Unichem  will  be  continuing  their 
monthly  update  service  with  the  formation 
of  a  "users  club."  The  updates  will  contain 
amendments  to  the  product  file,  drug 
interactions,  prices  etc,  as  well  as  any 
progam  enhancements.  They  will  be 
supplemented  by  newsletters  which  will 
communicate  details  of  changes,  general 
information  about  the  system,  the 
microcomputer  market  and  ideas  passed 
on  from  other  users. 

For  members  wishing  to  extend  their 
use  of  the  IBM  PC,  a  range  of  business 
packages  is  offered.  Some  packages  have 
been  supplemented  with  a  free  business 
consultancy  and  an  after-care  service  — 
the  two  most  usual  applications  of 
purchase  ledger  and  payroll  come  under 
this  category. 

Further  packages  may  be  obtained 
through  High  Street  computer  shops,  but 
without  Unichem's  back-up  involvement. 
The  company  believes  their  range  should 
cater  for  95  per  cent  of  pharmacist's 
needs. 

Unichem  plan  to  consider  making  their 
Prism  software  available  separately  to  run 
on  any  member's  existing  microcomputer, 
providing  the  equipment  is  powerful 
enough,  and  of  the  correct  configuration. 
Machine-to-machine  communication  is 
expected  to  be  the  most  difficult  problem 
for  the  system. 

Unichem  are  operating  an  inquiry 
desk  for  interested  pharmacists.  A 
brochure  will  be  distributed  to  2,000 
members  within  the  next  few  weeks,  with 
an  invitation  to  one  of  many  seminars 
planned  in  September. 

The  response  to  preliminary 
information  has  been  overwhelming,  say 
Unichem,  and  they  are  already  planning 
their  training  sessions  in  October  and 
November  to  cater  for  a  large  number  of 
installations  in  the  last  quarter  of  1984. 

Mr  D.R.  Walker,  management  services 
director,  says:  "If  the  number  of  inquiries 
received  so  far  is  any  indication  of  the 
likely  sales  of  Prism,  we  may  have  to  place 
an  upper  limit  on  the  number  of  sales 
resulting  from  the  launch  until  after  the 
first  wave  of  installations  has  been 
completed."

Group  set  up  to 
fight  drug  abuse 

An  interdepartmental  group  is  to  be 
set  up  to  develop  the  Government's 
overall  strategy  to  combat  drug 
abuse.  Home  Secretary  Leon  Brittan 
announced  this  week. 

The  group  is  to  be  chaired  by  Home 
Office  Under  Secretary,  David  Mellor. 
The  announcement  follows  a  report  by  the 
Advisory  Council  on  the  Misuse  of  Drugs, 
which  recommends  preventing  drug 
misuse  by  providing  information  and 
education.  Mr  Brittan  said  the 
Government  is  taking  immediate  steps  to 
implement  the  Council's  major  proposals. 

Educating  the  young  must  be  a 
priority,  but  help  and  must  also  be 
available  for  those  who  influence  the 
young. 

The  report  says  there  is  a  need  for 
more  nationally-produced  education 
material.  Media  coverage  of  drug  matters 
needs  to  be  better  informed. 
Organisations  such  as  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  and  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain 
are  included  as  sources  of  help. 

But,  says  the  report,  a  national 
campaign  aimed  specifically  at  reducing 
the  incidence  of  misuse  should  not  be 
attempted.  "Prevention:"  Report  of  the 
Advisory  Council  on  the  Misuse  of  Drugs.

■  The  Sunday  Times  last  week  suggested 
that  the  Home  Office  wanted  methadone 
and  other  heroin  substitutes  to  be 
prescribed  only  by  licensed  doctors  in  the 
same  way  as  dipipanone.

Changes  in 
licensing 

Details  of  new  procedures  for 
licensing  proprietary  medicines  are 
given  in  Medicines  Act  Information 
Letter  issued  by  the  DHSS. 

From  November  1  1985,  new  licence 
applications  must  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  European  Community 
Pharmaceutical  Directives.  The  UK 
licensing  authority  is  considering  earlier 
implementation. 

More  detailed  information  will  be 
required  on  the  physiochemical 
characteristics  likely  to  affect 
bioavailability,  and  a  number  of  additional 
requirements  or  changes  have  been  made 
to  the  mutagenicity  and  carcinogenicity 
tests  required.  Shelf  life  must  be  stated  for 
all  products  both  in  the  application  and  on 
the  package;  previously  the  shelf  life  had 
to  be  stated  only  if  it  was  less  than  three 
years.  Existing  products  will  have  to  meet 
this  requirement  by  January  7,  1990. 

MAIL  reminds  manufacturers  whose 
product  licences  of  right  are  due  to  expire 
soon  that  they  must  provide  the  necessary 
information  on  safety,  quality  and  efficacy. 

New  CDs  for  '85 


Principal  barbiturates  are  to  be 
made  Controlled  Drugs  from 
January  1.  1985.  Diethylprop ion  will 
also  become  a  CD. 

The  Government  has  decided  to 
control  5,5-disubstituted  barbituric  acids, 
together  with  the  trisubstituted 
methylphenobarbitone,  as  class  B  drugs; 
that  includes  amylobarbitone, 
butobarbitone,  cyclobarbitone, 
pentobarbitone,  quinalbarbitone, 
barbitone,  phenobarbitone, 
heptabarbitone  and  hexobarbitone,  as 
well  as  some  other  barbiturates  not 
marketed  in  the  UK.  But  phenobarbitone, 
because  of  its  use  in  epilepsy,  is  to  be 
exempted  from  the  general  requirement 
that  CD  prescriptions  be  hand  written  and 
will  be  available  for  emergency  supply  to 
epileptics. 

Diethylpropion  (Apisate  and  Tenuate) 
is  to  be  made  a  class  C  drug.  Alfentanil 
(Rapifen)  becomes  a  class  A  drug.  Three 
analogues  of  phencyclidine  — 
eticyclidme,  rohcyclidine  and 
tenocyclidine  —  become  class  A. 
Methaqualone  and  Mecloqualone,  not 
marketed  in  the  UK,  become  class  B.  The 
controls  are  being  made  through  a  Misuse 
of  Drugs  Act  1971  (Modification) 
Order  1984.

NPA  course 
for  dispensers 

The  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  has  released  further 
details  of  its  new  correspondence 
course  for  dispensing  technicians, 
already  outlined  direct  to  members. 

The  two-year  course,  developed  from 
one  operated  by  Boots,  comprises  twelve 
study  units  supplemented  by  a  compulsory 
residential  Summer  school  between  the 
two  halves  of  the  package.  The  school  is 
designed  to  give  trainees  a  good 
background  in  dispensary  technigues  and 
will  cost  £150  in  addition  to  the  £175 
course  fee  payable  on  enrolment. 

Courses  start  in  September  and  are 
open  to  any  dispensary  employee  of  an 
NPA  member,  but  if  the  examination  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  is  to  be  taken,  the 
Society  requires  four  O-level/CSE  grade  1 
passes  in  English,  mathematics  and 
specified  alternative  science 
combinations. 

Assessment  is  shared  between  the 
pharmacist  and  the  tutor  with  a  Summer 
school  and  second  year  log  book  also 
being  checked. 

The  course  is  not  transferable  between 
students  and  there  is  no  refund  if  the 
student  moves  to  another  employer. 
Employers  must  undertake  to  give  study 
time  during  normal  working  hours.

Flenac  to  be 
withdrawn 

The  product  licence  for  Flenac  is  not 
being  renewed  and  the  drug  is  to  be 
withdrawn. 

Manufacturers  Reckitt  &  Colman  have 
already  informed  pharmacists  and 
doctors.  Pharmacists  should  have 
received  a  letter  by  last  Saturday  at  the 
latest,  says  the  company. 

Flenac  is  being  withdrawn  officially  at 
the  end  of  the  month  to  allow  patients 
whose  symptoms  are  well  controlled  with 
the  drug  to  be  stabilised  on  alternative 
therapy.  Stocks  may  be  returned  through 
wholesalers  for  credit  up  to  September  1. 

Reckitt  &  Colman  say  they  contended 
that  the  drug  had  particular  benefit  in 
rheumatoid  arthritis  but  the  Committee  on 
Safety  of  Medicines  advised  that  the 
license  should  not  be  renewed. 


Dope  test  failure 

We  were  told  last  week  that  the  MoH  is  to 
tackle  the  drug  problem.  Not  before  time, 
I  thought,  as  my  mind  immediately  clicked 
into  thinking  how  I  would  like  to  go  about 
licking  the  problem.  I  personally  have  no 
trouble  with  addicts  only  because  I  have  a 
damned  good  alarm  system  which  a 
couple  of  attempted  entries  has  shown  to 
be  effective.  They  know  they  haven't  the 
remotest  chance  of  getting  around  me 
short  of  an  armed  attack.  But  if  I  were  to 
kid  myself,  let  alone  you,  that  this  proves 
anything  I  should  be  a  fool  indeed. 

The  truth  is,  there  is  now  a  plentiful 
supply  of  unadulterated  heroin  and 
cocaine  available  from  any  number  of 
"safe"  houses  in  every  district  as  well  as 
hundreds  of  addicted  pushers  in  the 
haunts  of  the  young. 

And  so  we  read  with  derision  the  steps 
to  be  taken  by  those  supposedly  in 
command: 

1 .  Health  authorities  are  asked  to  report  on 
the  scale  of  illicit  drug  taking,  and  say 
what  they  propose  to  do  about 

it. .  .Marvellous.  How  are  they  going  to  find 
out  the  real  size  of  the  problem?  Even 
supposing  they  did  see  something  of  the 
scale  of  the  traffic,  just  what  powers  would 
a  health  authority  be  able  to  wield  to  stop 
it? 

2.  Professional  bodies  are  to  be  asked  what 
they  are  doing  on  advisory  or  drug  misuse 
training  recommendations.  "I  say  chaps,  I 
wonder  if  you  could  possibly  give  me  a 
little  advice?"  I  can  just  see  our  young 
druggies  rushing  to  them  for  help. 

3.  Research  is  being  funded  to  see  why 
treated  addicts  relapse  into  the  habit,  and 
the  factors  that  induce  youngsters  to  begin 
the  habit.  Lord  help  us!  They  need  to 
spend  money  on  this?  If  they  don't  know  by 
now  what  it  is  all  about,  they  should  look  to 
the  playgrounds  of  those  young  who  know 
they  haven't  a  chance  of  a  job  or  a  decent 
way  of  life. 

4.  A  medical  group  is  being  set  up  to  make 
guidelines  for  good  clinical  practice. 
Someone  has  to  pick  up  the  pieces. 

5.  Health  education  is  to  be  funded  to 
provide  guidance.  For  whom  —  the 
guiders  or  the  trapped? 

6.  An  extra  £6  million  for  drug  misuse 
problems.  That's  about  £2  a  head  per 
annum  by  my  reckoning. 

So  all  this  effort  and  such  a  lot  of 
money  is  to  be  expended!  To  help?  These 
piffling  sops  to  conscience  are  necessary, 
but  be  aware:  they  do  nothing  to  get  at  the 
causes. 

Regretfully  it  is  my  observation  that  few 
addicts  kick  the  habit.  Those  who  survive 
to  their  30s  are  lucky,  or  have  that 


unmistakeable  soft  look  about  them.  Burnt 
out.  Damaged.  They  are  the  lucky  ones. 
There  are  some  people  who  can  take  or 
leave  the  drug,  but  they  are  tough  minded 
rarities  who  manage  to  stay  in  charge.  As 
for  the  rest?  They  are  our  children  and  it  is 
our  collective  responsiblity  to  see  that 
dangerous  drugs  just  don't  come  their 
way. 

Talk  to  the  old  hand  Customs  and 
Excise  men  who  have  been  promoted,  to 
their  disgust,  into  clerical  officers.  Ask 
any  one  what  he  thinks  of  the  reduction  in 
numbers  of  the  legitimate  customs  officers. 
Down  to  a  third  of  what  is  needed  to  give 
even  the  barest  cover?  If  you  want  to  stop 
drug  abuse,  put  a  seal  round  the  country 
with  effective  searches  of  all  people  and 
imports  as  they  arrive.  Dry  up  the  imports, 
shoot  those  carriers,  (with  a  10ml 
syringeful  of  what  they  bring  in?)  and  then 
treat  the  drying  out  agonies  of  their  victims 
with  compassion.  And  take  care  to  provide 
lots  of  money  to  keep  our  kids  occupied  in 
future.  Revamp  the  actual  information  we 
give  them  in  the  course  of  what  is 
laughingly  known  as  education,  so  they 
can  deal  with  the  realities  of  this  world.  I 
could  go  on. 

Reasons  please? 

Last  week  I  wrote  about  the  situation 
which  arises  when  a  new  pharmacy 
opens  in  competition  to  an  established 
one  in  an  area  where  there  is  plainly  not 
enough  business  to  support  two.  On  the 
face  of  it  unfair  to  both  to  allow  it.  Yet  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  Comment  last  week 
raised  a  point  which  has  worried  me 
since  the  basic  practice  allowance  came 
to  be  seen  an  a  regulatory  instrument  to 
prevent  this  happening. 

It  never  struck  me  as  either  a  valid  or 
fair  way  to  bring  stability  and  security  to 
those  who  felt  it  was  owed  them.  There  is 
seen  to  be  a  need  to  assess  the  quality  of 
what  is  already  in  position.  In  the  old 
fashioned  man-against-man  type  of 
competition,  the  newcomer  invariably 
felt  his  opportunity  arose  from  the 
slackness  or  shortfalls  of  the  other.  With 
the  arrival  of  multiples  the  game  is 
different.  The  newcomer  already  has  a 
plug-in  image  and  stock  range  which 
can  swamp  the  finest  of  independents. 

But  do  you  think  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  have  the  ultimate  sanction 
against  the  unsatisfactory  pharmacy,  by 
inviting  competition  into  an  area  where 
the  total  available  business  was  not 
enough  to  support  two?  It's  not  for  me  I'm 
afraid,  though  I  would  support  a  strong 
list  of  minimum  criteria  to  be  upheld  by 
pharmacies,  with  the  authority  to  close 
I  those  which  don't  maintain  them.

Soap  market 
bubbling  over? 

UK  consumers  purchased  over  920,000 
tons  of  soap  and  detergent  products  in 
1983  at  a  retail  cost  of  £61  lm,  says  a  survey 
published  by  Lever  Brothers.  This  is  a  4.5 
per  cent  volume  increase  on  the  previous 
year.  Average  weekly  spending  on  soap 
per  household,  it  says,  is  54p  giving  the 
manufacturers  a  net  profit  before  tax  of 
1.6p. 

While  low  sud  washing  powders  and 
fabric  conditioners  go  from  strength  to 
strength,  thanks  to  the  growing  number  of 
automatic  washing  machines,  lavatory 
cleaners  and  liquid  bleaches  were  the  only 
other  markets  to  record  sales  increases  (7 
and  8  per  cent  respectively). 

Own-label  brands  account  for  some 
19.6  per  cent  of  sales  in  the  total  market 
although  this  ranges  from  10  per  cent  of 
washing  powders  to  41  per  cent  of  all 
liquid  bleach  sales. 

In  the  markets  of  interest  to  retail 
chemists,  toilet  soap  —  a  market  that 
declined  by  2Vi  per  cent  to  40,000  tons 
continues  to  be  dominated  by  Imperial 
Leather  with  a  15  per  cent  sterling  share, 
says  the  report.  Shield  with  10  per  cent 
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and  Palmolive  8  per  cent  were  second  and 
third.  Bad  news  for  the  chemist  though  — 
Sainsbury,  Tesco,  Boots  and  the  Co-op 
continue  to  dominate  distribution  taking 
41  per  cent  of  sales  in  the  £55m  market. 

The  launch  of  Frish  in  1982  resulted  in 
volume  doubling  in  the  lavatory  cleaner 
market  and  this  growth  continued  in  1983. 
Frish  continues  to  dominate  the  market 
taking  a  sterling  share  of  over  50  per  cent 
with  Harpic  Jet  Fresh  second.  The  powder 
sector  of  the  market  continues  to  show  a 
steady  decline. 

Liquid  bleach,  too,  showed 
considerable  growth  in  1983  thanks  to  an 
upsurge  of  own-label  brands  and  activity 
on  the  brandleader  Domestos.  Market 
upsets  could  be  on  the  cards  however  now 
Proctor  &  Gamble  have  gone  national  with 
Vortex.  Bleaches  and  lavatory  cleaners 
together  account  for  sales  totalling  £49m 
—  8  per  cent  of  the  total  market. 

Lever  Brothers  and  Proctor  &  Gamble 
continue  to  dominate  the  scene  with  40  per 
cent  and  32  per  cent  shares  respectively. 
And  it  is  these  two  companies  who  are 
responsible  for  the  majority  spent  on 
advertising.  Out  of  a  total  of  £67m  (£18  in 
1979)  P  &  G  spent  £41m  and  Lever 
Brothers  £17m.  "The  UK  Market  for  soaps 
and  detergents.

Coming  clean 

While  women  are  cleaner  than  men,  men 
spend  longer  in  the  bath  and  use  more 
soap.  This  is  one  of  the  findings  in  a 
bathtime  report  just  published  by  Cussons. 

Though  showering  is  on  the  increase 
the  report  finds  that  bathtime  remains  a 
great  British  institution  for  relaxation. 
Men,  on  average,  spend  26  minutes  in  the 
bath  —  two  minutes  more  than  women. 

Women  make  up  for  this  however  by 
taking  more  baths  —  on  average  3.97  a 
week  to  men's  3.28  —  35  more  baths  a  year 
than  men.  In  all,  the  British  public  use 
around  8  bars  of  soap  each  per  year. 

Wednesday  it  appears  is  the  nations 
favourite  bath  day  when  49  per  cent  of 
adults  have  a  bath.

Gillette  self -adjust  

Having  established  themselves  in  the  major  haircare  markets, 
Gillette  are  now  fine-tuning  their  position.  Latest  additions  to  the 
Silkience  stable  are  a  shampoo  and  conditioner  formulated  for 
frequent  use.  "We  are  the  only  company  to  have  tackled  the  new 
frequent  washing  trend  with  a  complete  haircare  range,"  says 
Paul  Wynn,  Silkience  brand  manager. 

Such  lines  are  necessary,  say  Gillette,  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  a  changing  and  growing  market.  During  the 
1980s  haircare  has  recorded  a  64  per  cent  growth  in  sales  and, 
now  worth  £308m,  it  accounts  for  almost  one  third  of  the  toiletry 
and  cosmetic  market.  A  major  part  of  this  growth  has  occurred 
within  the  shampoo  and  conditioner  sectors  —  they  have 
recorded  sales  increases  of  25  per  cent  and  54  per  cent 
respectively  since  1979. 

Gillette  found  however  that  while  the  market  is  growing  the 
reasons  for  washing  hair  have  changed.  It  was  no  longer  for 
reasons  of  cleanliness  but  to  achieve  the  look  and  feel  of  newly 
washed  hair.  While  more  cosmetic  in  outlook  consumers  are  now 
worried  that  they  may  be  overdoing  it  and  damaging  their  hair. 
Gillette  believe,  by  introducing  a  frequent  use  range,  based  on 
their  self-adjusting  principle,  they  will  allay  these  fears. 

Silkience  frequent  use  shampoo,  they  say,  contains  a  mild 
detergent  system  to  keep  the  hair  soft  and  silky  and  minimise 
sebum  regeneration.  Hair  is  also  easier  to  comb,  they  say,  and  by 
containing  the  protein  Croetm-Q  natural  moisture  is  more 
effectively  retained.  In  the  conditioner  non-oily  emollients  de- 
tangle  wet  hair  while  anti-static  properties  mean  the  hair  is  easier 
to  comb  and  style.  Packaging  is  salmon  pink  in  the  familiar 
Silkience  format.

This  will  be  backed  up  with  advertorials  in  the  women's  Press. 

A  further  £700,000  has  been  set  aside  for  sampling  —  a 
promotional  tool  Gillette  have  often  used  on  Silkience.  Sachets 
will  be  distributed  in  November  through  Honey  and  Woman's 
Own  and,  in  the  launch  period,  850,000  50ml  trial  sizes  will  be 
banded  to  the  standard  bottles.  A  further  350,000  trial  sizes  will 
be  available  for  retail  purposes  from  luly,  retailing  at  £0.29  for  a 
50ml  conditioner  and  £0.39  for  a  100ml  shampoo. 

Starter  packs  of  12  will  be  available  to  the  trade.  Gillette  say 
retail  chemists  will  receive  the  same  margins  as  other  trade 
outlets.  They  see  the  new  lines  as  being  incremental  to  existing 
Silkience  business.

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Novel  delivery  systems 
and  their  limitations 


Many  old  drugs  have  been  re- 
evaluated in  novel  delivery  systems 
over  the  past  15  years  in  an  attempt 
to  offset  the  cost  of  developing  new 
drugs.  But  there  are  physiological 
limitations  to  such  delivery 
systems,  Dr  C.G.  Wilson  told 
members  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  at  the  Interphex 
conference  in  Brighton  last  week. 

Recent  problems  with  Osmosui  may 
have  prejudiced  both  the  industry  and  the 
medical  profession  against  novel  drug 
delivery,  he  said. 

Products  for  sustained  release  by  the 
oral  route  can  be  formulated  as  single  or 
multiple  unit  forms.  Single  unit  forms  may 
be  erodable,  or  non-disintegrating,  based 
on  matrix  release  or  osmotic  pumps.  The 
most  efficient  site  for  absorption  of  orally 
administered  drugs  is  the  proximal  and 


mid  small  intestine.  But  transit  time  is 
rapid  through  this  region  in  fasting  or 
lightly  fed  patients.  Thus  delay  of  GI 
transit  may  lead  to  increased 
bioavailability,  suggested  Dr  Wilson. 

The  importance  of  food  on  gastric 
emptying  and  pH  is  often  ignored.  Gastric 
emptying  is  delayed  after  meals,  and  to 
avoid  drug  degredation  or  gastric 
irritation  tablets  are  often  enteric  coated. 
However,  after  a  meal  peptides  released 
during  digestion  buffer  the  contents  of  the 
stomach  to  pH3-4,  only  falling  at  the  end  of 
the  digestive  phase.  This  can  lead  to 
premature  dissolution,  Dr  Wilson  said. 

Digestive  movements  of  the  stomach 
allow  liquids  and  small  particles  of  less 
than  2mm  to  move  more  rapidly  into  the 
duodenum,  but  larger  particles  are 
retarded.  Thus  a  multiple  unit  preparation 
will  become  spread  through  the  intestine  if 
sufficient  food  is  present  in  the  stomach  to 


provide  dispersion.  However  after  a  larger 
meal  stratification  occurs  and  a  capsule 
containing  a  pellet  formulation  will  not  be 
subject  to  mixing  until  it  is  emptied  from 
the  distal  stomach.  Dr  Wilson  said.  In 
fasting  patients  the  emptying  of  the  pellets 
occurs  as  a  bolus. 

Solid  particles  of  5mm  or  more  in 
diameter,  which  the  antrum  has  not 
ground  down,  do  not  leave  the  stomach 
during  the  digestive  phase.  They  are  swept 
out  about  once  every  two  hours  by  a 
mechanism  described  as  the  mterdigestive 
housekeeper  sequence,  which  removes 
particles  of  low  calorific  value  which 
would  otherwise  accumulate  in  the 
stomach. 

Floating  systems 

One  method  of  prolonging  the  upper  small 
intestinal  exposure  to  high  drug 
concentrations  is  to  retam  the  delivery 
system  m  the  stomach.  Dr  Wilson 
described  several  methods  by  which  this 
may  be  done.  The  drug  may  be  entrapped 
in  a  hydrocolloid  such  as  hydroxymethyl- 
cellulose,  which  on  contact  with  gastric 
juice  produces  a  floating  mass,  releasing

the  drug  as  it  is  eroded.  A  different  form  of 
this  system  is  the  algmate-based  mucosal 
protective  (liquid  Gaviscon).  The 
formulation  contains  sodium  bicarbonate 
which  reacts  with  acid  to  release  carbon 
dioxide  which  supports  the  raft. 

A  flotation  chamber  device  can  be 
used  m  which  the  unit  contains  a  gas  or 
volatile  liquid  which  supports  a  drug- 
impregnated  matrix.  Another  method  is  to 
"glue"  the  drug  to  the  stomach  wall.  The 
glycoprotein  mucin  protects  the  stomach 
wall  from  gastric  acid.  If  a  bio-adhesive 
polymer  such  as  carboxymethly cellulose, 
containing  a  drug,  is  given  it  may  bind  to 
the  mucin  and  be  retained  in  the  stomach. 
Posture  is  important  if  these  devices  are  to 
be  effective,  Dr  Wilson  said,  and  they  are 
unsuitable  for  night  time  dosing. 

The  main  advantage  of  multiple  dose 
systems  was  their  dispersion  of  the  drug 
throughout  the  GI  tract,  with  a  resulting 
reduction  in  any  irritant  side  effects. 
Sustained  release  systems  with  a  release 
period  of  eight  to  nine  hours  should  be 
regarded  as  colonic  delivery  systems  when 
given  on  an  empty  stomach,  said  Dr 
Wilson.  The  large  bowel  perforations 


associated  with  the  indomethacm  osmotic 
delivery  system  may  be  due  to  high 
concentrations  of  the  drug  in  a  region  of 
the  bowel  where  movement  is  slow  and  the 
dissolution  volume  is  small,  he  suggested. 

Transdermal  delivery 

Dr  Jane  Shaw,  from  the  Alza  Corporation 
m  California,  spoke  on  the  advantages  of 
transdermal  drug  delivery.  First  pass 
effect  through  the  liver  was  bypassed,  and 
a  constant  plasma  concentration  could  be 
achieved.  Reduced  daily  dosing  and 
increased  convenience  hopefully 
translates  into  increased  patient 
compliance,  she  said. 

Catapres  TTS  is  a  dosage  form  which 
delivers  clomdme  at  a  controlled  rate  for 
seven  days.  The  product  is  being 
manufactured  by  Alza  for  Boehrrnger- 
Ingelheim  (but  is  not  yet  available  in  the 
UK).  The  patch  consists  of  a  liner,  a  drug 
reservoir,  a  rate  controlling  membrane,  a 
contact  adhesive  and  a  protective  release 
liner.  It  differs  only  from  the  design  of  the 
Transiderm  Nitro  patch  in  that  there  the 
drug  reservoir  is  a  liquid  and  has  to  be 


sealed  :r.:c  :r.e 

Other  drugs  available  using  this 
technology,  or  shortly  to  do  so,  are  the 
Transderm  Scop,  containing  hyoscine, 
and  providing  protection  against  travel 
sickness  for  three  days,  and  Estraderm, 
which  delivers  17-oestradiol  for  treatment 
of  pen-and  post-menopausal  disorders. 

The  manufacturing  steps  in  the 
fabrication  of  the  patches  are  typical  for 
the  adhesive  coating  and  laminating 
industry,  said  Dr  Shaw.  Casting  solutions 
for  the  drug  reservoir  and  the  contact 
adhesive  films  are  prepared  separately  but 
using  the  same  process.  The  drug  is 
added,  with  a  loading  dose  included  m  the 
adhesive  solution.  The  drug  reservoir  and 
adhesive  solutions  are  then  cast  into  drug- 
loaded  adhesive  films,  and  laminated  with 
the  other  components  of  the  system  to  form 
a  five  layer  product. 

The  film  casting  and  laminating  steps 
are  probably  the  most  critical  to  final 
dosage  form  performance,  Dr  Shaw  said. 
The  final  laminate  is  then  printed,  cut  and 
packed.  The  entire  process  is  highly 
automated,  and  batch  sizes  of  the  order  of 
a  million  units  are  tyoical.

Reflections  of  a  caged  lion 


In  terms  of  value  for  money  and 
entertainment,  my  little  bedroom  clock- 
radio  comes  out  top.  Radio  4  is  set  to  close 
down  at  12.05  am  and  to  reactivate  at  6.15 
am.  Thus  I  doze  off  to  the  comedy  and 
capers  of  Parliament  and  wake  to  the  price  of 
beet  and  brassicas.  That  just  about  mirrors 
life,  doesn't  it? 

I  am  still  astonished  at  the  broadcasting 
time  given  to  the  farming  community. 
Saturday  morning  is  the  peak  time  and  the 
programme  often  is  oddly  enlightening.  We 
apparently  pay  our  farmers  40  per  cent 
above  the  world  price  for  grain  and  for 
various  reasons  we  are  decidedly  inefficient 
producers.  A  scandel  perhaps,  but  then  we 
pay  our  drug  industry  a  premium  of  about 
the  same  magnitude,  to  judge  from  the 
parallel  import  prices  offered  to  me. 

I  haven't  worked  out  how  many  hours  of 
broadcasting  time  our  farmers  enjoy  —  but 
what  about  plumbers,  doctors  ...  or  even 
pharmacists?  Surely  we  merit  a  share  of  the 
action.  On  second  thoughts,  the  spectacle  of 
our  PI  linen  washed  in  public  would  be  a

mite  unedifying.  As  it  is,  the  public  must  see 
their  local  pharmacist  stalking  around  the 
dispensary  like  a  caged  lion, 
cogitating... "should  I...  should  I  not... should 
I"...  Let's  hope  for  everyone's  peace  of  mind 
that  we  shall  know  where  we  stand  without 
more  delay.  The  level  of  hypocnsy  from  both 
camps,  as  judged  by  letters  and  reports  in 


the  pharmaceutical  Press,  has  surely  never 
been  surpassed. 

However,  to  return  to  information 
dissemination  as  exemplified  by  the  farming 
programmes.  I  recently  became  a  Prestel 
subscriber  and  found  things  were 
reasonably  well  organised  for  our  medical 
colleagues.  Several  of  their  professional 
bodies  offer  an  information  service  to 
members  on  a  CUG  basis  (closed  user 
group,  which  requires  the  use  of  a  code  to 
access  the  computer).  Four  or  five 
pharmaceutical  manufacturers  also  provide 
a  service  for  doctors  and,  as  a  pharmacist,  I 
have  tried  to  register  with  these  CUGs,  but 
the  sponsors  don't  seem  to  want  to  know 
about  us. 

Then  I  came  across  the  NPA  page 
number.  No  luck  here  however;  it's  simply  a 
page  for  the  general  public,  describing  very 
briefly  the  functions  of  the  NPA.  I  actually 
wrote  to  the  NPA  suggesting  they  operate  a 
"response   page"   which   would  enable

members  to  send  a  message  via  Prestel  (at 
ten  minutes  for  5p  —  off  peak)  and  to  receive 
a  reply,  but  they  were  really  not  interested. 

Just  think  of  it,  you  could  sit  down  after 
supper  and  have  five  minutes  of  up-to-date 
NPA  news  —  latest  Drug  Tariff  changes, 
PSNC  negotiation  news,  suggestions  of  how 
to  compose  a  lobbying  letter  to  your  MP  and 
so  on.  I  see  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
now  proposed  a  recorded  telephone 
message  for  advising  members  of  drug 
withdrawals.  This  really  is  a  trifle  archaic  — 
wasn't  the  talking  clock  introduced  about  40 
years  ago? 

It  also  seems  very  strange  to  me  that  our 
widely  promoted  pharmacy  computer 
games  (Link,  Prosper,  Choice  and  others), 
which  sometimes  cost  almost  £1,500,  do  not 
allow  one  to  converse  on-line.  At  present 
when  I  cannot  find  the  computer  code  for 
some  slightly  unusual  ostomy  item,  I  have  to 
pick  up  the  phone  and  go  through  a 
switchboard  to  find  someone  who  usually 
has  to  go  away  to  find  the  answer.  This  seems 
to  defeat  the  whole  object  of  the  exercise. 
And  Prestel  is  there  just  itching  to  take  over 
—  and  at  local  call  rates. 

To  come  clean,  I  joined  Prestel  via  the 


Nottingham  Building  Society's  Homelink. 
This  enables  me  to  keep  my  working  capital 
with  the  NBS  earning  around  7  per  cent 
interest  (tax  free)  and  to  transfer  it,  at  a  touch 
of  my  keyboard,  to  the  Bank  of  Scotland  to 
pay  my  wholesalers  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month.  Then  when  the  NHS  cheque  is  paid 
in,  it  all  goes  back  to  the  building  society 
(from  my  armchair)  to  earn  a  tidy  little  bit  of 
interest.  I  can  also  pay  certain  accounts 


(electricty,  gas  etc)  without  writing  a  cheque 
simply  by  keying  in  the  necessary  codes. 

Now  if  5,000  of  you  lads  reading  this  will 
join  up  (mention  my  name  please),  I  shall 
earn  an  additional  1  per  cent  interest  for 
each  new  member  of  the  NBS  signed  up.  I 
shall  then  sell  my  little  pharmacy,  put  the 
funds  into  the  NBS  and  retire  from  the 
problems  of  PI,on  the  5,000  per  cent  interest. 
Sounds  too  easy.  Must  be  a  snag  somewhere!

Do  your  services 
match  your  rates? 


How  much  did  you  pay  in 
business  rates  last  year?  The 
answer  will  depend  largely  on 
where  you  are  in  the  country. 
And  a  high  bill  is  no  guarantee 
of  good  services. 

Last  year  local  councils  collected  £12, 000m 
from  business  and  domestic  ratepayers. 
Three  years  ago  it  was  £7, 000m.  In  ten  years 
the  total  rates  bill  has  risen  400  per  cent, 
while  inflation  —  at  an  historically  high  level 

—  has  done  little  more  than  double. 

Retailers  have  been  powerless  to  halt  this 
increase,  despite  the  fact  that  they,  as  non- 
domestic  ratepayers,  foot  60  per  cent  of  the 
bill.  Rates  have  been  a  factor  in  pushing 
more  than  one  retailer  out  of  business. 

Disenfranchised  retailers  have  been 
unable  to  take  councils  to  task,  and  many 
remain  sceptical  about  the  effect  of  the 
Tories'  rate  capping  bill. 

C&D  found  out  just  how  strongly  they 
feel  when  talking  to  community  pharmacists 
in  Sheffield,  Southwark  and  Croydon. 

Southwark  and  Croydon  are  at  opposite 
ends  of  the  political  scale.  In  Southwark  the 
Labour  council  levy  London's  highest  rate 

—  279p  in  every  pound  —  diverting  a  high 
proportion  of  it  to  housing  and  social  ser- 
vices. Croydon's  Conservative  council 
charge  under  half  that  and  spend  their  time 
rationalising  expenditure.  They  are  proud  of 
their  links  with  local  business  and  claim 
credit  for  looking  after  retailers. 

Yet  the  boroughs  have  a  common  link  — 
half  empty  shopping  parades  and 
demoralised  retailers  complaining  about

run-down  services. 

The  Confederation  of  British  Industry 
estimate  that  councils  receive  45  per  cent  of 
their  revenue  from  business  ratepayers,  but 
according  to  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, they  spend  just  15  per  cent  of  their 
income  on  business  related  services. 

"Rates  in  Southwark  are  absolute 
murder",  says  community  pharmacist  Ian 
Schlazer,  "and  what's  worse  we  don't  get  any 
service". 

He's  got  a  shop  of  about  700sg  ft  in  a 
busy  precinct  near  the  town  centre,  for 
which  he  paid  rates  of  £2,500  last  year.  "All 
I'd  want  is  two  collections  of  refuse  a  week", 
he  says,  "but  we  don't  even  get  that. 

"We've  been  into  this  with  the  local 
traders'  group  and  there's  no  provision  at  all 
for  collection  of  business  rubbish".  As  it  is 
Mr  Schlazer  is  forced  to  pay  an  extra  £300  a 
year  for  refuse  collection.  Water  rates  and 


sewage  are  also  extra. 

"There  was  a  time  when  you  didn't  really 
have  to  think  of  rates"  he  goes  on.  "It'd  only 
be  a  couple  of  hundred  quid  a  year.  But  now 
it's  four  figures  —  and  that's  money  straight 
out  of  your  profits". 

Increases  in  Southwark  also  tend  to  be 
high,  between  20  and  30  per  cent.  "I  get  a 
shock  every  April",  says  Ian  Schlazer,  "and 
then  another  one  when  I  get  home". 

Croydon  presents  a  very  different  pic- 
ture. Rates  there  have  stabilised  over  the 
past  three  years  —  the  result  of  careful 
housekeeping  by  the  council.  James 
Dougan,  MPS,  owns  an  800sq  ft  shop  on  a 
housing  estate  near  the  edge  of  town.  This

Water  meters  can  dramatically  reduce  a 
water  rate.  A  spokesman  for  the  water 
boards  said  a  retailer  with  three  staff  and 
£750  rateable  value  should  be  able  to  cut 
his  water  rates  bill  from  £245  to  £85.  The 
council  will  have  to  inspect  the  shop, 
which  costs  £10,  plus  £60  for  installation  of 
a  meter,  but  savings  should  start  im- 
mediately. "I'm  surprised  only  15  per  cent 
of  businesses  have  taken  it  up",  he  adds. 
Revaluation:  If  a  retailer  feels  his  property 
is  over-rated,  he  can  apply  for  a  rate 
revaluation  —  though,  as  a' non-domestic 
payer,  he  is  not  entitled  to  rebate.  He  must 


approach  the  local  council  rate  valuation 
office  and  it  is  likely  his  case  will  be  refer- 
red to  a  tribunal. 

Instalments:  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
year  businesses  with  a  rateable  value  of 
less  than  £5,000  to  £10,000  in  London  — 
have  been  entitled  to  pay  their  rates  by 
instalments. 

Consultation:  Clause  13  in  the  Rates  Bill 
makes  it  compulsory  for  local  authorities  to 
talk  to  local  businessmen  before  setting 
vates.  Most  councils  start  thinking  about 
the  following  year's  rates  in  the  previous 
summer.

cost  him  £691  in  rates  last  year,  a  figure 
which  includes  water  charges. 

Mr  Dougan  says  services  on  the  whole 
"aren't  too  bad".  "The  refuse  collection,  with 
one  service  a  week,  keeps  the  place 
reasonably  clean.  The  only  problem  is  they 
won't  collect  glass  unless  you  pay  an  extra  £3 
a  week  —  and  of  course  we  get  a  lot  of 
broken  bottles. 

"That's  probably  one  example  of  how 
services  have  declined  m  the  last  couple  of 
years  —  but  I'm  sure  it's  the  same  for 
everybody". 

Sheffield  City  Council  has  responded  to 
calls  from  the  business  community  by  setting 
aside  £2m  in  grants  and  loans  for  small 


businesses.  But  local  traders  feel  the  council 
is  "just  giving  us  our  own  money  back  —  no 
more".  Councils  in  all  the  areas  surveyed 
say  they  are  trying  to  boost  trade  and  create 
jobs.  Expensive  schemes  offering 
marketing,  financial  and  legal  services 
operate  everywhere. 

Sheffield  council  has  the  dubious 
distinction  of  charging  the  highest  rate  m  the 
country  —  291p  in  the  pound.  Result?  Half- 
empty  shopping  parades  and  declining 
business  for  those  that  survive. 

"Rates  in  Sheffield  are  terribly  high,  and 
the  services  very  poor",  says  local  phar- 
macist Kenneth  Larder.  He  paid  £985  in 
1983  for  a  shop  of  about  800sq  ft  around  a 
mile-and-a-hali  from  the  city  centre.  And  he 
doesn't  think  rate-capping  will  provide  the 
answer.  "I'm  sure  the  council  will  get  out  of 
it  somehow",  he  says. 

Mr  Larder  —  also  a  member  of  the  local 
chamber  of  trade  —  is  annoyed  at  what  he 
sees  as  overtly  political  use  of  ratepayers 
money,  although  Sheffield  also  offer  the 
cheapest  bus  fares  in  the  country. 

"There  are  political  appointments  made 
on  the  council,  publicity  films  are  made.  We 
even  gave  £100,000  to  the  miners  on  strike. 
It  all  comes  out  of  the  rates". 


Poor  council  services  have  combined 
with  rising  rates  to  demoralise  many  small 
shopkeepers.  Sheffield's  Rates  Curb  Con- 
sortium surveyed  5,000  businesses.  "It  show- 
ed that  85  per  cent  of  traders  thought  rates 
were  their  biggest  burden,"  says  chairman 
Bill  Franklin. 

Although  councils  are  not  deaf  to  the 
cnes  of  small  retailers  —  Peterborough  stop- 
ped a  small  arcade  m  Westgate  bemg  sealed 
off  by  developers  —  the  mdependent  comes 
well  down  their  list  of  priorities. 

"Our  help  can  be  better  channelled  into 
companies  that  create  jobs  on  a  larger  scale. 
We  prefer  to  allow  retailers  to  get  on  with 
running  their  businesses  themselves"  say 
Southwark. 

Rates  also  distort  the  geographical 
balance,  The  Association  of  British 
Chambers  of  Commerce  are  not  alone  in 
calling  for  a  single  national  rate. 

"Everyone  should  pay  the  same  rate", 
says  home  affairs  director,  David  Nicholson. 
"We  hope  the  Rates  Bill  will  reduce  these 
distortions." 

"Rate  capping  is  not  the  best  solution", 
admits  Conservative  MP  Sir  Geoffrey 
Fmsburg,  all-party  group  chairman  for  the 
retail  trade.  "But  it's  better  than  nothing."

Richardson 
offer  on-line 
software 


Richardson  Computers  have 
already  written  the  necessary 
software  to  put  any  pharmacist  who 
has  a  BBC  micro  on-line  to 
Martindale.  The  Online  service 
became  publically  available 
through  Data  Star  this  week. 

Paines  &  Byrne,  the  Middlesex-based 
manufacturers  of  ethical  vitamin  products, 
asked  Richardson  to  devise  the  software, 
and  it  has  been  successfully  installed 
there.  In  addition  to  the  software  a  modem, 
and  an  adaptor  to  connect  it  to  the 
computer,  are  required. 

Richardson  say  the  cost  of  the  software 
will  be  around  £150.  Pharmacists  who  use 
modems  supplied  by  Vestnc  and  Unichem 
will  find  their  units  suitable. 

Although  DataStar  is  based  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  users  of  Martindale  Online 


will  not  have  to  pay  overseas  phone 
charges.  Information  is  transferred  by  a 
packet  switching  service  operated  by 
British  Telecom.  (In  this  process  packets  of 
data  are  sent  on  their  way  with  an 
"electronic  address."  Users  only  pay  the 
cost  of  the  phone  call  to  a  node  where  the 
service  can  be  accessed.  Often  this  will 
only  be  a  local  call). 

The  average  cost  of  a  question  is  put  at 
around  £5  —  on  an  hourly  basis  this  breaks 
down  as  follows:  US$40  an  hour, 
Martindale  royalty  charge;  $35  an  hour, 
Data  Star  royalty  charge  and  30  cents  for 
each  off-line  print. 

In  order  to  access  the  system  users  will 
need  two  pass  words,  one  from  British 
Telecom  to  enter  the  data  transmission 
network  and  another  form  Data  Star  itself. 
In  order  to  cut  down  costs  Richardson  say 
any  information  transferred  can  be  stored 
on  systems  such  as  theirs  with  a  disc 
memory  and  reprinted  later.

DHSS  supports 
fellow  for  CPP 


DHSS  support  for  a  research  fellow 
is  now  available,  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  Practice's  Board  heard 
recently. 

The  appointment  would  be  lor  three 
years  initially  but  the  Board  decided,  at  its 
June  meeting,  it  would  seek  the  necessary 
support  for  this  practice  research  beyond 
three  years. 

Information  is  being  sought  about 
pharmacy  practice  research  in  other  EEC 
countries  and  locally  organised  research 
schemes  within  English  regional  health 
authorities.  The  Board  hopes  to  make 
contacts  with  the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry's  science 
committee  and  to  establish  practice 
research  advisers  throughout  the  country. 

A  board  of  studies  should  be  appointed 
at  the  Board's  next  meeting  in  October.  It 
will  be  concerned  with  examination 


syllabuses  and  policies,  and  will  be 
separate  from  the  board  of  examiners,  the 
Board  heard. 

A  seminar  for  associates  accepting 
posts  as  regional  tutors  is  to  be  held 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  national 
college  meeting  each  Spring  and  Autumn 
rotating  between  centres  in  Great  Britain. 
The  first,  being  planned  for  Spring  1985, 
is  to  deal  with  adverse  reactions. 

There  are  also  plans  for  study  days  to 
be  held  at  Bristol,  the  Home  Counties, 
Scotland  and  Yorkshire.

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Supply  of  drugs 
without  script 


A  pharmacist  who  supplied  drugs  to 
a  nurse  the  day  before  she  was 
found  dead  in  her  flat  in  Prestwick, 
Scotland,  was  reprimanded  last 
month  by  the  Statutory  Committee 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  Committee  was  told  that  Mr  Paul 
Tolley  of  Glasgow,  supplied  three  different 
kinds  of  barbiturates  and  five  hundred 
codeine  phosphate  tablets  to  Mrs  Helen 
Hope,  of  Adamton  Road,  without  a 
prescription.  The  drugs  were  found  when 
police  called  at  her  home  the  following 
day,  and  discovered  her  dead  on  the  living 
room  floor. 

Mr  Josselyn  Hill,  solicitor  for  the 
Society,  said  Mrs  Hope  was  known  to  be  a 
person  who  abused  drugs,  and  had 
suffered  from  an  overdose  in  1977. 


On  the  evening  of  September  3,  1981, 
Mr  Tolley,  superintendent  pharmacist  of 
T.N.  Tolley  (Chemists)  Ltd,  Ayr,  supplied 
Mrs  Hope  with  60  Dalmane  capsules,  12 
Mogadon  tablets,  ten  Nembutal  capsules, 
and  a  full  pack  of  codeine  phosphate. 

Mr  Hill  told  the  Committee:  "There  is 
no  evidence  being  put  before  you  that  the 
death  of  Mrs  Hope  was  in  any  way 
attributable  to  the  actions  of  Mr  Tolley." 

In  the  Notice  alleging  misconduct  by 
Mr  Tolley  and  his  company,  the  Committee 
was  told  that  he  appeared  before  Ayr 
Sheriffs'  Court  in  October,  1982  and  was 
found  guilty  of  the  unlawful  sale  of  POMs. 

Mr  Tolley  subsequently  appealed  to  the 
High  Court  in  Edinburgh,  and  his  appeal 
was  upheld. 

Detective  Sergeant  William  Coughtrie, 
of  Strathclyde  Police,  said  Mr  Tolley  told 
him  that  he  supplied  the  drugs  to  Mrs 
Hope  in  emergencies  only. 

In  a  written  statement  Dr  lames  Begg, 
Mrs  Hope's  GP,  said  that  no  telephone  call 
was  received  from  Mr  Tolley  on  the  day  the 
drugs  were  issued,  and  he  would  not  have 
agreed  to  underwrite  the  prescribing  of 
drugs  in  such  quantities  to  any  patient, 


especially  Mrs  Hope,  who  was  known  as  a 
drug  abuser. 

Mr  Tolley  told  the  Committee  that  Mrs 
Hope  came  into  his  shop  as  he  was  about  to 
close,  and  requested  the  drugs  by  name, 
saying  she  wanted  them  to  tide  her  over  the 
weekend.  She  promised  to  bring  in  a  script 
early  next  week.  He  said  he  did  not  intend 
to  issue  500  codeine  phosphate  tablets.  He 
had  a  quick  look  at  the  pack  and  thought  it 
contained  about  200. 

Mr  Tolley  said  he  had  no  reason  to 
believe  that  a  prescription  would  not  be 
forthcoming.  He  did  not  think  that  she 
intended  to  mix  the  various  drugs,  but  to 
take  them  as  alternatives. 

Chairman,  Sir  Carl  Aarvold,  said  that 
if  Mr  Tolley  had  thought  for  a  moment,  and 
made  the  slightest  inquiry,  he  would  have 
appreciated  that  this  was  conduct  which 
called  for  the  most  careful  checking  if  he 
was  to  fulfill  his  duties  and  responsibilities 
as  a  pharmacist.  The  Committee  was  quite 
satisfied  that  there  was  misconduct  of  a 
very  serious  kind  in  the  way  Mr  Tolley 
behaved  on  that  particular  evening.  He 
added  that  the  Committee  was  taking  no 
further  action  against  the  company.

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NCT  criticises  price 
claim  law  proposals 


The  National  Chamber  of  Trade  has 
criticised  Government  proposals  to 
tighten  the  law  on  misleading  price 
claims. 

"There  is  far  too  much  legislation  on 
this  subject  in  the  UK"  it  says.  "We  believe 
that  in  other  Western  countries,  the  law  on 
bargain  offers  and  pricing  is  far  less 
detailed  —  and  this,  combined  with  a 
common-sense  approach  by  the 
enforcement  agencies,  seems  to  provide 
adequate  protection  for  consumers  without 
unnecessary  restriction  of  commercial 
freedom. 

One  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry's  proposals  (C&D  May  12,  p900) 
is  that  retailers  who  make  price 
comparisons  "should  be  able  to  show  they 
are  true." 

The  NCT  objects  to  this,  saying  that 
"only  in  the  most  extreme  circumstances" 
should  burden  of  proof  be  shifted  from  the 

Small  firms  in 
business  survey 

The  Forum  of  Private  Business  is 
asking  members  to  help  provide 
fuel  for  small  firms  minister  David 
Trippier's  arguments  in  Parliament. 

Other  small  business  organisations 
have  agreed  to  join  in  distributing  a  survey 
form  which  the  Forum  say  they  are 
confident  will  net  upwards  of  25,000 
replies. 

The  survey  divides  small  businesses' 
problems  into  three  areas:  lack  of  finance, 
burden  of  administration  and  stagnant 
sales.  Results  will  be  analysed  and  a  report 
published  by  mid-October,  in  time  for  the 
annual  round  of  party  political 
conferences.  Copies  will  also  go  to 
individual  MPs. 

David  Trippier,  launching  the  Forum's 
campaign  in  London  last  week,  said 
information  generated  by  the  survey 
would  be  very  helpful  to  him. 

"Figures  we  have  at  the  Department  of 
Trade  &  Industry  may  well  not  be  correct" 
he  added.  "But  who  is  to  produce  new 
information  to  contradict  them?" 

"I  think  one  problem  is  that  I  get 
conflicting  advice".  On  the  one  hand,  all 
small  businesses  want  me  to  reduce  the 
administrative  burden  —  and  that  includes 
statistical  form-filling  —  but  how  else  can  I 
get  more  accurate  figures  to  back-up  my 
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prosecution. 

"Retailers  who  transgress  should  be 
convicted  only  where  they  can  be  shown  to 
have  had  a  guilty  intent.  We  do  not  believe 
that  any  declaration  of  a  false  or 
misleading  price  can  ever  have  such 
serious  consequences  as  to  justify  the 
conviction  of  someone  whose  intentions 
were  wholly  innocent". 

The  NCT  believes  that  even  in  the  most 
carefully  managed  and  best  run  shops, 
mistakes  and  accidents  can  happen 
without  the  manager  or  proprietor  being 
aware  of  them. 

The  NCT  agrees  the  law  should 
proscribe  false  or  misleading  price 
information,  and  accept  it  should  be 
supported  by  criminal  sanctions.  But  it 
feels  this  could  be  better  achieved  by 
means  of  brief  legislation,  drafted  in 
general  terms  and  backed-up  by  a  code  of 
practice.

arguments?" 

Another  answer  may  be  the  inclusion 
of  a  box  on  VAT  returns  asking  each 
business  to  give  its  number  of  employees. 
Mr  Trippier  accepted  this  would  have  to 
be  his  battle  with  the  Treasury. 

"The  voice  of  small  firms  needs  to  be 
heard"  he  said.  "It's  my  job  to  see  that  their 
interests  are  fully  represented  in  the 
decision-making  process". 


Drug  stores'  sales 
soar  in  New  Year 

Drug  stores  increased  average 
weekly  sales  by  18  per  cent  in 
January /February  1984  compared 
with  the  same  two  months  last  year. 
Independent  pharmacies  managed 
an  increase  of  just  5  per  cent. 

A.C.  Nielsen  figures  for 
January/February  show  average  weekly 
sales  of  £2,373  in  the  drug  store  sector, 
compared  with  £1,423  for  independent 
pharmacies. 

Multiples  and  co-ops  (excluding  Boots) 
also  beat  the  independent  with  a  7  per  cent 
improvement  taking  their  sales  to  £2,219. 
Average  weekly  sales  for  all  non-Boots 
pharmacies  now  stand  at  £1,530. 

NHS  contributions  to  turnover  for  the 
independent  pharmacy  is  below  70  per 
cent  again  after  the  high  reached  in 
September  last,  standing  at  68.6  per  cent. 

The  equivalent  figure  for  1983  was  67.8 
per  cent.  However,  this  share  had  reached 
71.2  per  cent  in  September/October, 
falling  back  to  70.1  per  cent  in 
November/December  that  year. 

An  average  of  2,836  scripts  were 
dispensed  by  independents  in 
lanuary/February,  just  four  more  than  last 
year. 

Among  multiples  and  co-ops  NHS 
share  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago 
(49.5  per  cent  as  against  49.7  per  cent). 
Script  numbers  here  fell  54  to  2,044. 

Total  turnover  for  independents, 
multiples  and  Co-ops  was  £368. 8m  (£338.3 
in  1983),  with  independents  taking  a  static 
86.8  per  cent  share.

For  existing  users  the  additional  cost 
is  put  at  around  £2,000.  The  system  is  on 
trial  at  the  moment  and  should  be  fully 
available  in  about  a  months  time.

"I  would  argue  that  the  requirements  of 
a  successful  superstore  and  a  successful 
High  Street  are  incompatible"  he  goes  on.

Bryan  Cassidy.  until  now  director- 
general  of  the  Cosmetic  Toiletry 
and  Perfumery  Association,  has  left 
the  post  following  his  election  to  the 
European  Parliament.

Sowing  seeds 
of  success?  

For  Wellcome  Foundation 
pharmacist,  Mr  Denys  Tweddell, 
drug  production  is  firmly  rooted  in  a 
country  garden.  And  that  brought 
him  honourable  mention  in  the 
Daily  Telegraph  this  week. 

Mr  Tweddell,  a  consultant  with  the 
Foundation,  supplies  seeds  for  a  project 
which  uses  herbs,  grown  in  the  gardens  of 
a  Tudor  manor  house  in  Chenies, 
Buckinghamshire,  for  the  manufacture  of 
drugs.  Since  the  project  started  in  1979,  it 
has  achieved  a  world-wide  reputation  with 
its  produce  providing  key  constituents  in 
drug  production  on  an  experimental  basis 
to  combat  diseases. 

Mr  Tweddell  told  the  Telegraph:  'The 
plants  from  the  garden  are  helping  us  to 
provide  drugs  in  the  fight  against  heart 
disease,  cancer,  particularly  leukaemia, 
hormones  used  in  the  birth  pill,  anti- 
arthntic  cortisones,  bronchitis  and 
asthma." 

Among  the  herbs  are  Madagascar 
periwinkle,  regarded  as  "a  veritable 
chemical  factory,"  and  lobelia. 

The  plants  are  being  grown  by 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Lieut-Col  Alistair 
Macleod  Matthews,  owners  of  the  manor 
house.  "What  we  have  done  is  bring  back 
the  house  to  its  old  importance  as  a  centre 
for  medicinal  herbs."
